404.  INCORRECT  ISSUE  PRIORITY  DESIGNATORS. 

Requisitioning  information  furnished  with  materiel  readiness  reports  show  that  ARNG 
units  in  many  instances  are  using  improper  Issue  Priority  Designator  (IPD's)  on 
materiel  requisitions.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  requisitions  for 
parts  to  support  repairs  on  inoperable  items.  Too  often  equipment  is  being  re- 
ported nonavailable  for  extended  periods  and  repair  part  requisitions  reflect  an 
IPD  that  indicates  ts-e  part  is  required  for  stockage.  All  requisitions  should 
contain  the  IPD  that  correctly  reflects  the  urgency  of  need. 

405.  RATION  REQUESTS  FOR  WETSITEo  —Ration  requests  for  fall  WETS1TES  will  be 
handled  in  the  same  manner  as  they  were  during  spring  WETSITES.  Units  will  pre- 
pare  DD  Form  1155  leaving  blocks  1,  3$   4,  99   16,  17,  and  22  on  blank.
